In claim 1 , beginning on line 8 replace "each region is selected so that output 
quality is not reduced;" with --each region is selected based on output quality and 
wherein compression rankings are used in selecting a compression algorithm for each 
region, wherein each compression algorithm is ranked according to its performance 
capabilities relative to the region type;-. 

Cancel claim 10. 

In claim 12, beginning on line 12 replace "each region is selected so that output 
quality is not reduced;" with -each region is selected based on output quality and 
wherein compression rankings are used in selecting a compression algorithm for each 
region, wherein each compression algorithm is ranked according to its performance 
capabilities relative to the region type;-. 

In claim 21 , beginning on line 9 replace "each region is selected so that output 
quality is not reduced;" with -each region is selected based on output quality and 
wherein compression rankings are used in selecting a compression algorithm for each 
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region, wherein each compression algorithm is ranked according to its performance 
capabilities relative to the region type;-.

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 12, filed 4/23/08, with respect to claim 10 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. After the Examiner's amendment the 
limitations of claim 1 were modified by Examiner to incorporate the limitations of claim 
10 into claims 1,12, and 21 thus the rejections of the pending claims has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-9, and 11-28 allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable after the Examiner's amendment since the limitations of canceled claim 1 0 
which contain allowable subject matter were incorporated into the independent claims.
